There was lately publish<d in the general press a valuable report of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians on the Whitechapel poor and the state of their 
houses. The Whitechapel authorities have now rctorted through the sane 
medium, tracing the evil (rightly or wrongly, probably the latter) to the immi- 
gration of foreign Jews. Too much discretion cannot be exercise d in secking 
what may be termed external publicity for matters: of this kind, which neces- 
sarily provoke retorts. An ill-advised paragraph, some years ago, gave the im- 
pression that the Board of Guardians was exclusively occupied with cases of 
wife-desertion by poor emigrants. In the present case, it was no doubt desired 
to influence the local. authorities as forcibly as possible. The self-sacrificing 


- activity of individuals and of our excellent communal organisations ts, however, 


more influential than any form of public objurgation or reproach, 


The name of “ Ghetto” by which the Jewish quarter in Rome, now in course 
of demolition, is known, originally had a far different signification totally uncon- 
nected with the locality or even with Rome. In the fifteenth century there 
flourished in an out-of-the-way part of Venice numerous smelting furnaces, 


which, however, no longer existed in the second half of the next century. A- 


document, dated 1458, mentions: “Ideo vocabatur cl getto, quia erant ibi 
ultra duodecim fornaces” (ic [the Tecality) was termed getto because more 
than twelve furnaces existed there). “Tue werd getto literally meant the 
melted metal. Later on the letter “ho was intredueed, and the word became 
known as “ghetto.” Inthe year 1516, the Jews, who in had been banished 
from Venice, were allowed to re-cnter the city, and the site assigned to them as

which was still called by the name of Ghetto. This appellation was retained ;and 
later onthe Jewish quarter in Venice becaine go famous, that in every town the dis- 
trict inhabited by Jews was known as the Ghetto.

THE REV. GORDON CALTHROP ON HIS DUTY AS A CHRISTIAN 
MINISTER. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISIL CHRONICLE.” 


Srk,—Your last impression (Friday, Dec. 13) has just been put in my hands, 
Can you, and will you, kindly allow space for a reply to your rather severe com- 
ménts upon my procedure? I think you forget that by my position as a vicar of 
the Church of England Iam held responsible for the spiritual well-being of the 
population residing within my district. I do not, of course, expect you, or any 
Jew, to recognise this fact, but the obligation rests upon me notwith-tanding ; and 
the question therefore becomes this—How best to distharge my duty and satisfy 
my conscience in the matter. | 

Here is a large and increasing body of my parishioners who are holding what 
I consider to be dangerous errors, and they are pep'e, to0,in whom I take a pro- 
found interest. Shall I let them go on their owo way, and say nothing to them ? 
or shall I speak, and if so—how ? | 

I decided to speak, and I think I may say that no oze who understands the 
position of aclergyman of the Church of England and his responsibilities, will 
think I acted wrongly in so doing, < 7 

Having decided to speak, the next thing to be considered was, how to do it 
without giving unnecessary offence. If I showed want of tact and taste in carry- 


ing out my design, [am sorry. But it was not from lack of goodwill, or of respect. 
for the Jewish people. The differences between us are vital, and that difference I 


endeavoured to express in plain terms, Though why you should take so much 
offence at my statement, in which I carefully avoided mentioning the consequences 


if you are in the wrong, and only stated the consequences to Christians. is more 


than I can understend. 


Allow ine also to assure you that but for the lateness of my application I could 
easily have irduced a bishop ora dean to preach, ‘There are not afew of our digni- 
taries who would think it an honour to be listened to on such a subject by members 
of the House of Israel, And will you let me say this too,-that Iam not at all so 
startled as you seem to expect by the proposition you make at the close of your 
second paragraph, If the Rabbi of the Synagogue now building in my district, 
believes (as he must needs do) Christianity a delusion, should see fit to invite his 
Coristian neighbours to hear the subject discussed in his pulpit, and should reeom- 
mend them to study the Old Testameiat Scriptures, with a view to the controversy, | 
for one. should honour him for his humanity and zeal for the truth. e 
tainly not accuse him of * want of decency.’

THE REV, PROFESSOR MARKS’S SERMONS,

Sik,—T am as grateful as any Jew can be for Professor Marks’s sermons, which 
you hive so ably reviewed ; and | think this entitl-s me to ask the favour of savinea 
few words in reference to the Professor's observations on myself, which your 
reviewer has quoted, 

Ido not call in question the correctne:s of the Professor’s views about the 
‘direct revelation from God to main,” bat I do think it inaccurate to assume that 
those views are anything like universal among the Jews of this age, or that because 
they may de called‘ orthodox ” they receive any support from the Hebrew Scriptures, 

Itis well known to all the intimate friends of the late lamented Editor and 
Proprietor of the Jvreish Chronicle, De. Benisch, that he held the same views as my 
own respecting “the Theophany of Sinai,” and thatonthe subject of “revelation ” 
he did not hold the views of Professor Marks. More than this, he acknowledged 
repeat dly to myself that nearly all Jews of any learning in Germany, and many 
likewise in this country, agreed with him on this point, and also agreed with him 
in saying that his view was perfectly ia accord with true Judaism, and that the 
Opposite view (as hell by Professor Marks) was not enjoined by the Hebrew 
Scrip urea, | 

Nowhere in that hely book is to be fuund any commandment t) accept all its 
statements as literally true, The Talmud itself permits much of the Scriptures to 
be interpreted allegorically : and I have always thought it to be one of the greatest 
excellences of the Jewish Faith that it does uot hamper the mind or soul of man 
by enfurcing a belief in the absolute infallibility and inspiration of the Bible. 

I should be the first to deplore the perversion of any Jew from his ancient and 
glrious faith, or any laxity in the discharge of his religiogs duties, which he owes 
not only to his Gol but as a service to his fellow-men. Bat in taking up any par- 
ticular view of the Bible narratives, Whether it be so-called “ orthodox ” or *‘ hete- 
rodox,”’ he is not infringing any command of God —so long as he is honestly desiring 
toarriveat the truth, 

If am wrong in these remarks, Iam sure there are many learced Jews amongst 


Us who can quickly set me right.

these Russians and Poles,and that the refined polish and bland manner for which our 
French brethren are so justly renowned, will never win over those honest sonserva- 
tives to rcientific study and modera progress, 

It is for these reasons, broadly stated, that I maintain the necessity of a Ger- 
man educational establishment in Jerusalem, in which the English language must 
also be taught, as in our school, w here an American gentleman, Mr. H, G. Spafford, 
of Chicago, has kindly accepted that task. Besides, I would remind M, Behar that 
competition in spiritual, no less than in commercial, matters is decidedly for the 
benefit of the public in general,

THE USES OF ADVERSITY, 
[BY MRS. MARY BOOLE. | 


Fidelity to difficult duties raises some men to a height from which they can see 
Traths, as yet unknown to the masses, as those who have climbed a mountain can 
see the sun, when to the people below he seems still unrisen, 

One of the most wonderful instances of such anticipation of the verdicts of 
Science by the religious faculty has been this: The natural man perceives injuries, 
difficulties, privations, and persecutions, as “evil.” Pious men have always pro- 
tested, in the face apparently of ‘‘ obvious common sense,” that the Creator does all 
things well; and that “evils” are blessings in disguise, instruments of correction in 
the hand oe! a loving Father. ‘“ Obvious common sense ’”’ turns out to have seen less 
far ahead than Prophetic Vision. Within the last hundred years, Science has proved 
that struggle, pressure, privations, and the presence of enemies, are circumstances 
favourable to rise in type ; that ‘evil’? in some shape or form, something, that is 
to say, which to the limited individual consciousness shall present itself as “ evil,” is 
almost a necessary condition of the development of new faculties. That belief, 
which, in Sir Moses Montefiore’s youth, was attainable only by the profoundest reli- 
gious Faith, he has lived to see established as pure Science, 

Some kind of struggle and difficulty is, it seems, necessary even for the main- 
tenance of a healthy condition. James Hinton’s famous work, “ Life in Nature,” is 
full of proofs of this profoundly scientific doctrine, The living body, he says, 1s 
continually decaying ; some portion or other is, at every moment, decomposing and 
approaching the inorganic state.. There is a ceaseless round of force-mutation ; the 
force is given out by muscles in their decomposition, and produces motion ; by 
nerves, and constitutes “the nervous force.” The particles of matter which have given 


out their force are effete and decaying, and should be at once washed away by a 


strong circulation. But too easy a life arrests normal activity ; as Hinton says: 
“ stimuli which disturb the equilibrium ”’ are necessary to keep any organization 
vigorous, Mr. Galton has pointed out the same principle, in the case of domestic 


animals, whose lives are made too monotonously easy, The real danger to Judaism 


has always come from false friends who would lull to sleep its functional activities, 
and blur the distinction between good Jews and bad ones, External and obvious 
foos are instruments in the Hand of the Creator, to keep us healthy and raise us in 


the scale of Being. Now the two great external foes of Judaism are, race-perses 


cution (in all degrees, including social injustice) ; and the desire of ignorant people 
to convert Jews from their religion, It has long been evident that societics for the 
conversion of Jews, though in intention and appearance hostile to the Jewish faith, 
are in reality very good friends to it; for they are continually clearing off 
the scum of the Hebrew community in the form of religious converts, It 
must before lou become apparent that unjust treatment of Jews isa greater hoon 
still ; for it will force the whole community to take its rightful place as the great 
teacher of the world: tofilter itself by ascending to a higher level through a stratum 
of difficulties, leaving its dregs behind, in the shape of social renegades. These latter 
will continue to manifest their “ gentility ’ by remaining in contented ignorance 
of the best modern work in such important domains of science as Heredity, 
Development and Mental Hygiene, by despising the finest of all ancient literatures, 


by showing ingratitude to their own best friends, and by pretending not to be 


connected by birth with the truest aristocracy on earth, the Hous: of Israel,

THE REV MORRIS JOSEPH AT THE BRYANSTON STREET 


SYNAGOGUE, | 


On Sabbath last the Rev. Morris Joseph preachel at the Bi ya aston Street Syna- 
gogue, by the invitation of the Wardens, The rev. gentlemin elucidated some of 
the lessons suggested by the Fesst of Hanucah. The Feast targh', first, that it was 
the duty of every Israelite to sympathise with his people’s Past. It:eminded them 
that Jews have a history, with which, unless they were to prove that they were 
uiterly degenerate, they ought to identify 
them an inexhaustible source of inspiration and ennoblement. The decline of the 
historic sentiment at the present day was a calamity, for it meant the weakening of 
a force hitherto arrayed on the side of Judaism, and seemed to indicate the existence 
of that insensibility to high ideals, that materialism with which our enemies were 
only too glad to charge us, He must confess, continued the preacher, to feeling an 
invincible resentment when he heard of Jewish housgholds which at this season are 
bright with merry-making, nay, even with additional lights, not in honour of the 
Jewish Feast, but in deference to tke general custom of honouring the Christian 
Festival, The celebration, he was aware, had no religious signifi¢ance, and he had 
no objection to it in itself. But was it not a grotesque comment upon the strength 
of modern Jewish sympathies that what was refused to episodes which ought to 
thrill the most callous heart was willingly given to fashion and expediency? The 
paradox was completed by the fact that the Past to which Jews were so indifferent 
excited the deepest interest in others, The valour of Judas Maccabeus had inspired 
one of the grandest of oratorios ; to the majority of Jewish children he was known 
in little more than name. The study of Hebrew Literature was promoted by the 
stranger ; the Jew founded societies to encourage it only to let them perish after a 
brief and feeble existence. Should their splendid history have no meaning for 


them? He was speaking to the representatives of the men who made Spain as fair, » 


with the blossoms of poesy, as the Garden of the Lord, who made its literature or 
treacure-house full of the riches of philosophy and science—nay, of the men who 
cheerfully faced the terrors of the Inquisition and the cruel agony of Death rather 
than be traitors to their conscience. Surely his hearers, said the preacher, would 
cherish the memory of those heroes, and live inthe spirit of their example, For it 
was good to have traditions, but oniy when we show ourselves worthy of them. If 
not, then it was better to be without a history, seeing that every line of it is a voice 


that condemns us, The Sephardi would surely regard it as his special duty to show 
that the past had inspired him, by striving to make the name of Israel honoured 


for intellectual excellence and moral worth, and by foregoing his dearest wishes in 
order to uphold the faith of his fathers, He would unfold the story of his people 
to his children, bidding them sympathise with it,and filling them with pride that 
they come of a race that has done and suffered thus nobly, 

The second lesson was suggested by the circumstance that the Maccabees fought, 
less against the Greek than against the Hellenist Jews. who incited Antiochus to 
prohibit the characteristic practices of Judaism. The Jew-baiter in these days was 
not the real foe; for persecution now.as of old, only drew their ranks eluser to- 
gether, as the Judenhetze in Germany proved. What had chiefly to be feared was 
that latter-day policy of the Jew himself, which out of regard for the spirit of the 
age would change Judaism into somethirg that it was not. The policy was an 
impossible one; for there must ever bean antagonism between Judaism and prevail- 
ing ideas, To break with the dietary laws, the Seventh Day Sabbath, the Passover, 
was not to monernise Judaism, but to help in destroying it. There were minorcon- 
stituents of Judaism which might safely be, and which ought, in its interests to be, 
modified in response to the changing wants of the age; but its essential elements 
could not be touched without endaugering its life. The preacher pointed out the 
folly of those who were content with being Jews “in their hearts.’ Such men as 
Mr, Goldwin Smith, who wanted them to be absorbed and lost among the general 
population, would be delighted if they were all Jews in their hearts alone, for then 
their base hopes would be near fulfilment. His hearers, said the preacher, must 
hive in their minds more than one ins'ance in which a man had begun by neglecting 
the inst tutions of Judaism, only to end by cutting himself adrift from the Syna- 
gogue, and by finally seceding altogether from his ancestral faith. The outcome was 
either the dominant creed, or it was Unitarianism, or it was “ pure.Theism,” or, 
again, it was the spiritual vacuum of the Agnostic, The result must ensue sooner 
ar later, The child begins in Religion where his parents have left off, The colour- 
less Jew is succeeded by children who have not even the washed-out Judaism of 
their fathers, Self-sacrifice was the only means of averting thedanger, They must 
even sutmit to be thought, peculiar, and different from other people, if they were 
to do their duty by their faith. He might seem to be preaching in an old-fashioned 
way, but it was the only way in which true Jewish duty could ever be preached—i 
the nineteenth century or the nine-and-twentieth. Moreover, the Hellenists of old 
lived again not only in the modernising Jew, but in the Jew who is ashamed of 


being known as such. Even if they did not go, as some did, to the length of deny- 


ing their Jewish origin, they were too apt to hide it out of sight, and to adopt an 
apologetic tone forit, But was it a shameful thing to have produced a Moses, an 
Isaiah, a Maccabaus, a Hillel, a Jehudah Halevy, a Maimonides, a Mendelssohn, to 
have bestowed the Decalogue on the world, to have given the Psalms to inspire and 
solace the human heart? It would be urged that Jews are regarded with prejudice ; 
but the reply was that they must live that prejudice down, They must show in 
their own lives how upright and estimable a Jew can be. | | 
They might, be sure that such false shame as he had spoken of brought its own 
retribution : and the truth was the final lesson taught by the Feast. When the 
Maccabzean victory had been won the Hellenists, who had courted the favour of the 
Greek, became the object of his scorn ; it was the patriots that won his admiration. 
A marvellous anticipation, indeed, of that sermon about renegade Jews which had 
been preached to them of late from without. The self-sacrificing Israelite, they 
were told, was sure of the respect of worthy minds; it was those Jews who ostenta- 
tiously violate the laws they feel to be binding on them—who say of their mother, 
I know her not—that were despised, and deservedly despised. ‘They were scorned 
because of their treachery—distrusted because, rightly or wrongly, the world cannot 
but believe that with religious disloyalty moral obliquity must go hand in hand. 
Thé Scriptural prediction was fulfilled to the letter: “ Those that honour Me, I 
will honotir, but those that despise me shall be lightly esteemed.’ Those to whom 
the preacher was speaking were, of course, no renegade Jews, They prided Begs 
selves, on the contrary, upon their ancient form of worship, upon the fact that = 
their congregation they were linked to the glorious days ofold. But the duty o 


the loyal Israelite was not confined by maintaining the inviolability of a ritual or 


ati ically empty on 

e integrity of a congregation. If the synagogue were systematically 
a Sabbath, nay, if their attachment to Judaism showed itself in the discharge of 
easy duties, and stopped short at those which made large demands upon their self- 


denial, then they might readily become like those half-hearted Jews against whom

JUDAISM AT THE EAST. END. 
| 


[SECOND ARTICLE |, 
WE gave some reasons last week why the policy of reforming the Chebras 
by improving them off the face of the earth, even if it were practicable, ought 
not to be attempted. 


The religious organization of the East End Jews, 
fruitful though it is of grave evils, is based upon-admirable motives, and is 
therefore entitled to tender and respectful treatment. It is easy to adopt a 
contemptuous tone in talking of the minor synagovne andl its companion, the 
Cheder, It costs nothing to inveigh against the stupidity and the obstinacy of 
men who insist upon supplementing the education Which their children receive 
at the Free School by private teaching of the most mechanical kind, or who pre- 
fer the close room the C‘hebra to the spacious ana fane possessed ly 
the United Synagogue, sut it must not be forgotten that the contemptuous 
feeling may not be all on one side. Even the worshipper at the minor sylia- 
gore has Opinions, ali they Are dhol always complimentary to the religious 
condition of those of his brethren who are his social superiors. 
point of view the spiritual destitution is not to be found among the class to 
which he belongs, but among those who so plentifully bewail lis short- 
comings. He thinks that his daily attendance at his synagogue contrasts 
very favcurably with the neglect of both public and private worship whieh 
goes on day after day and week alter week in more fashionable eireles, He 
may be a shade too zealous in having his chiidren taught Hebrew : but it js 
an error, he believes, on the right side, and by no means one with which many 
of his wealthy brethren can be charged. When the need to mend his reli- 
gious ways is pointed out to him he may retort by quoting the adage, which 
is not merely evangelical but Jewish, about the mote and the beam,

recital of the prescribed prayers and the reading of the Law, and that is 
all. The very mode in which the service is rendered is not calculated to fill 
the mind of the passer-by, who happens to catch some of the sounds pro- 
duced by the “reader” or the congregants, with lofty notions of Jewish 
worship. But the most serious point is that the service is restricted to pray- 
ing, and that a sermon is unknown. A discourse of a certain sort may very 
exceptionally be delivered in a minor synagogue ; but its matter and manner 
are such as to make its infrequency a source of congratulation, The pulpit- 
efforts of the Maaarn are not to be commended. They are about ona level 
with the instruction of the Cheder. It follows that year after year the 
members of the Chebras are subjected to influences which preserve all the 
worst traditions of Russo-Jewish life in the midst of a civilisation which is 
powerl:ss to break them down. The centres of religion which ought to be 
sources of enlightenment foster, on the contrary, ignorance and bigotry. 
Year after year these conventicles go on sealing up the avenues by which 
civilisation might find its way to the minds of those who attend them. 
A lifeless formalism is fed and nurtured by their direct influence ; supersti- 
tion usurps the throne which should be occupied by pure religion ; the 
spiritual sentiment which is so fruitful a source of high moral endeavour is 
almost utterly wanting ; the pulpit which might be a potent agent in teach- 
ing and uplifting the Russian immigrant is forever silent. There is a sense, 
then, in which the term spiritual destitution is on'y too appropriate when 
applied to the condition of things at the East End. 

And what the Chebra is doing for the parents, the Cheder is doing for 
the children. The self-denial of the poor glazier who devotes some of his 
scanty earnings to defraying the cost of the Hebrew instruction of his boys 
deserves the utmost sympathy. But the self-denial is far more excellent 
than its results, A Cheder is not only literally, but actually, a room— 
always small and inconvenient. But it is less its material, than its eduea- 
tonal, character to which exception is to be taken, At the last meeting of

It would be a mistake, however, to suppose that the whole area of need- 
ful action is covered by the two institutions of which we have been speaking, 
There are poor Jews in London who neither belong to a Chebra nor send their 
children toa Cheder, and who yet stand urgently in want of religious succour, It 
is this class that suffers from spiritual destitution in its most acute form, Every 
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New Year and Day of Atonement the Free School is crowded with some three 
thousand male worshippers. A congregation of women numbering, perhaps, 
five hundred, meet at the Infant School. When the sacred festivals are at 
an end these large congregations are broken up, only to. re-assemble when 
the solemn season comes round again. What becomes of the worshippers in 
the interval? Do they ever attend a religious service? Do they ever hear 
Judaism expounded, or their duty set forth, from the pulpit? Is any 
attempt ever made to use Religion as an agent for strengthening their moral 
instincts, for exalting their lives above their surroundings and their temptc- 
tions, for instilling courage and consolation into their sorely-tried hearts ? 
We fear not. Of charity there is an abundance for these brothers and 
sisters of ours ; but of efforts to reach their higher nature there are but too 
little. When they hunger they are fed, when they die they are given a 
coffin and a few fect of earth, and that is about all, Oftheir spiritual hunger 
or moral death small heed is taken. In respect of such things they 
are left to their own devices—which are not always of the best, though they 
are wondrously good considering the conditions in which they live—left to 
fight alone that moral battle of life which is far more severe than the mere 
struggle for physical subsistence, Only afew days ago—to quote an example—a 
Jewish woman was burnt to deathat the East End.

LITERARY GLEANINGS. 


Dr. Perles, in his book “Essays on the History of Hebrew and Aramaic 
Studies,” in the 16th and 17th century (Munich, 1884, dedicated to Dr. Zunz 
on the occasion of his 90th birthday), draws attention to the vocabulary with the 
title of “ Kehillat Jacob,” printed in London, 1773, containing three columns 
viz., Hebrew with Spanish explanation by Jacob Rodrigues Moreira, and a third 
column in Engtish by his son Hayyim, public notary. This vocabulary, if we 
are not mistaken, was the first attempt to teach in the schools English together 
with Spanish. Indeed, Moreira did on a small scale for the English Jews what 
Mendelssohn tried in a higher scale for our German brethren. With Moreira the 


Jews adopted the English in exchange for the Spanish which, however, was spoken 


at least two generations longer. The De Castros, d’Israelis, and others had their 
first notion of English as a written language through Moreira. The question 
arises, was it from the Sephardim, who at the time ‘looke?} rather hanghtily on 
their Germanico-Polish brethren in London, that the first step was made for 
inaking themselves acquainted with the English language, and through it with 
classical and scientific knowledge 2? Without any personal feeling, we must 
confess that the impulse for studies amongst the Jews camein the 17th and 18th 
century from the Germanico-Polish Jews, and they are at present the champions 
of Jewish learning. As in France and Holland, so also in England the Polish 
Jews introduced the taste for learning. We shall leave out the activity of the 
rabbis in the casuistical field, for here both Sephardiin and Ashkenazim rivalled 
each other. | 

In the same year 1773 we find in London the great Kabbalist, Dr. 
Falk, whoin his commonplacc -book, preserved amongst the manuscripts of the Beth 
Hamedrash, shows much acquaintanee with science. Mr. Picciotto, in his interest- 
ing book, “ Sketches of Anglo-Jewish History ” (page 245 seq.) gives an account 
of his Kabbalistical reputa-ion, and his commonplace-books are full of. his mys- 
tical notes, but now and then he cannot help showing that he is acquainted with 
physics and chemistry.

THE SANITARY CON DITION OF W HITRCHAPT L.—Reporting upon certain oharces 
lately made by the members of the Sanitary Committes of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, fully reported by us, the Whitechapel District Board of Works have just 
issued @ long and elaborate statement embodying the investigations of a special 
sanitary Committee. With reference to the more important complaint, that alarce 
number of houses are unfit fer huoan habitation, the committee state that the 
whole (87 in all) bave teen specially visited, end the charges made are not warranted 
by the facts. That many of the houses in the district have been tubjected to very 
hard wear aid tear and to much ill-usage, is perfectiy tiue. There is hardly a honse 
‘ao the occupation of the pcorer inhabltants which is not tenanted by more than 
one family, and the consequence is that every house so held has to be continually 


watched by the sanitary officers, Asto the remedy suggested by the Jewish Guardians 


—that whole arcas might, little by little, be improve}, aud the buildings thereon 
removed without tbe costly provesses involved by the Artisans’ Dwellings Acts—the 
local authorities state that acres upon acres of houses have just been demolished 
there under the Artisans’ and Labourers’ Dwelling Acts and for railway purposes ; 
many thousands of the residents have been turned out of their dwellings; acres 
more of houses are abcut to be pulled dewn, under the scheme known as the Bell 
Lane Scheme, by the Metropolitan Board of Works ; and in the Pear] Street ~chema 
it is proposed that a further area shall he cleared. . It is self-evident that under the 
schemes pr. moted by the Metropolitan Board of Werks for the improvement of the 
district, and by the absorption of property by railway companies, a great number of 
‘houses have been destroyed, and it is estimated that about 12,009 people have been 
cisplaced, while accommodation hes at present been. provided for only about one- 
fourth part of the number of thore disturbed. In addition to the destruction of 
the houses of thre poor above referred to, the Whitechapel Board recall the fact that 
they have expended £35,000 in improving Baker's Row and £38,000 in widening 
Royal Mint Street, by which many dwellings of the poorer classes were destroyed. 
The Whitecbavel Board therefore submit that great overcroxding of the houses 


which remain must of neceasity take place, This evil has within the last few years - 


been greatly intensified by the arrival within the district of a great, number of 
foreign Jews, The number in the district in 1581 was upwards of 9,000, and this 
total has been swelled very considerably since that period, These foreigners are of 
the very poorest class, their views of decency and cleanliness are of the very lowest 
possible order, and their habits degrade the condition of every house they occupy 
4 the lowest level. This is a matter on which the Whitechapel Board say thé 
Jewieh Boaid cou'd co-operate with the sanitary authorities with very great advan- 
tage in two ways—firstly, by exercising some supervision with regard to the housing 
of newly-arrived emigrants, which could be readily effected, as all members of the 
Jewish race naturally congregate to a common centre ; and, secondly, hy inducing 
Jewish ladics to visit the houses of these poor people and to instruct aud encourage 
them in sapitary principles, The Beard have hitherto believed, and still believe, 
that immense improvements bave been effected in the sanitary condition of the 
district, and that every effort is being made to meet these requirements ; and, not- 
withstanding all disadvantages, they desire to point to the fact that the rates of 
mortality in the district were, for the four quarters ending September last, respec- 
tively 22°9, 189, 21:9, and 24°3 per 1,000,
